11. E9 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants have not filed new evidence to overcome the rejection of claims 28-32 made under 35 U.S. 101/112, for not being 
supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility. Applicants present arguments against 
the Hu et al reference, alleging that the authors of said reference manipulated various aspects of the input data and drew their 
conclusion based on a very unreliable standard. Applicants conclude that the research of HU et al does not provide any 
meaningful information regarding the correlation between the microarrv data and the biological significance. This argument is 
not found persuasive, because the Hu et al reference is published in a peer reviewed and well-respected journal. Therefore, 
since Applicants fail to present any new evidence, claims 28-32 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 5101 . because the claimed 
invention is not supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility. The effective filing 
date for the c urrent application is 06 Decemebr 2001. for reasons of record set forth in the previous office actions. Claims 28- 
32, also stand r ejected under U.S.C. § 102 (a) as being anticipated by Botstein et al (WO2000053751: published 14 September 
2000V for reasons of rec ord, as was set forth in the prior office actions, the instant invention is afforded the effective filing date 
of 12/06/01. which the filing date of the current application, see privious office actions.
